‘Is it possible,”” he asked, ‘‘to 
have more meaning and honor in 
work? To put wealth to some real 
use? To have a high standard of 
living of whose quality we are 
not ashamed? To get social jus- 
tice for those who have been 
shamefully left out? To have a 
use of leisure that is not a dismay- 
ing waste of a hundred million 
adults?”’ 


America’s disturbed young peo- 
ple, he said, disaffect from the 


dominant society as a direct 
criticism of it. The “Beats,”’ the 
delinquents, the ‘“‘Angry Young 


Men.” like the “Flaming Youth” 
of the twenties were, in various 
ways, testing the society in which 
they found themselves. Our 
‘Youth Problems” have occurred 


in their most notable challenge | 


after the two great wars in which, 
Goodman thinks, adults did not 
behave too well. 


Real Opportunities 


It is not, Mr. Goodman thinks, 
a matter of ‘‘psychological’’ ques- 
tions of poor influences and bad 
attitudes, but an objective ques- 
tion of real opportunities for 
worthwhile experience that cre- 
ates the problem. “Growth, like 
any ongoing function, requires 
adequate objects in the environ- 
ment to meet the needs of ca- 
pacities of the growing child, boy, 
youth and young man,” he writes. 


Our society, Mr. Goodman finds, 
‘is lacking in_ honest public 
speech, and people are not taken | 
seriously. It is lac king in the op- | 
portunity to be useful. It thwarts | 
aptitude and creates stupidity. It | 
corrupts ingenuous patriotism. It} 
corrupts the fine arts... . 
no community.” 


Certain examples of honor, 
rather lack of it,

Patriotism 


Patriotism has come to mean 
for many merely answering the 
selective service call. Communism 
is a very real and present con- 
spiracy, but the Un-American Af- 
fairs Committee isn’t always well 
received because it has a reputa- 
tion for pushing people around and 
making accusations for which it 
produces little or no evidence. We 
can't have idealism or American- 
ism by injection, nor can we get 
either 
vitamins. 

All this is a preamble to the| 
Peace Corps letters. Every week 
since the idea was first made} 
public, letters have come by the 
thousands from young men and | 
women who want to serve their 
country, who wish to repay it for 
what it has meant, and_ still 
means, to them. They are excited 
by the prospect, not of security 
or pay, but of being useful, or 
serving, or helping someone who 
needs it. We find that the old 
virtues do remain as an integral 
part of human nature. To be use- 
ful is to be contented. To be need- 
ed and used are still powerful mo- 
tivations. 


Mr. Goodman may, and almost 
surely did, exaggerate. But our 
society does offer enough ex- 
amples to give considerable sub- 
stance to his theory. How many 
jobs give one the sense of use- 
fulness and enjoyment? How many 
church programs produce an op- 


‘portunity for putting the teachings 


into use? How much of daily work 
or recreation provide fulfillment? 


The Peace Corps letters are not 
from failures, but from young peo- 
ple in or just out of college. They 
see in it an important objective 
suited to young capacities. A se- 
rious study of these letters might 
teach us something about why our 
@ociety does seem to fail so many 
young people and create so great 
a ‘“‘youth problem.”

WASHINGTON—Members of the House voted Wednesday to in- 
crease their office payrolls, but by how. much remained a mystery. 
Estimates ranged from $1 million a year to $3 million or more. 


The members voted by voice, 
rather than for the record. Many 
tried to reject the plan, most of 
them Republicans, but they were 
shouted down. 


Rep. John W. McCormack of 
Massachusetts, the Democratic 
leader, held that increased help in 
the offices of representatives 
would benefit the constituency of 
the country rather than the con- 
gressmen handling the payrolis.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—The 
United States, in a major policy 
shift, Wednesday joined Asian and 
African states in opposing Portu- 
gal’s handling of its West African 
territory of Angola.

Sound on Schools 


~ President Kennedy, whose election to 
the presidency rightly was hailed as a 
Victory over religious prejudice, continues 
to justify the nation’s confidence in up- 
holding the traditional concepts of re- 
Iigious freedom inherent in the Ameri- 
can system. 

* He reaffirmed this belief in strongly 
worded terms at his press conference yes- 
terday. He came out squarely and forth- 
rightly against injection of the religious 
issue into the battle over federal aid to 
education to the extent that it would di- 
vide the country. 


“The Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
clergy are entitled to state their views,” 
said the President. “I think it is quite 

propriate that they should not change 
their views merely because of the religion 
of the occupant of the White House... I 
am very hopeful that though there may be 
a difference of opinion on this matter of 
féderal aid to education ... that when 
the smoke is cleared away there will con- 
tinue to be harmony among the various 
religious groups of the country.” 


The President firmly holds his fed- 
eral aid proposals within the limits of 
the U.S. Constitution which provides for 
separation of church and state. In the ar- 
gument about loans to church, parochial 
and private schools, he supports the idea 
that this decision be kept separate from 
his major education package. Otherwise, 
the whole program is in danger of defeat 
and the division he fears could damage 
the country. 

*. There are, as he says, constitutional 
questions which must be resolved in pro- 
viding federal aid to schools other than 
_— supported by tax funds. But if 
se become so involved in the main 
package, there may be aid to none. Con- 
gress should treat the problems sepa- 
rately and in a manner fair to all., 
.. Meanwhile, the President’s sensible 
views should help provide a harmonious 
solution within the national interest.

Today’s Mood Counts 
More Than November's 


Popular support for President Ken- 
nedy and his programs are much higher 
today than most people would have pre- 
dicted in November. 


Polls show his popularity is greater 
than President Eisenhower’s in the first 
months of 1953. Even without polls this 
fact would be noticed. There is a general 
feeling of optimism and excitement in the 
air, despite the recession. 


However, parts of the Kennedy pro- 
gram are in trouble in Congress. Why? 


Asked about this in his news confer- 
ence, President Kennedy suggested that 
the opposition is due to “vigorous oppon- 
ents” who are “well organized.” That is 
part of the answer. Another part may 
be traced back to the election itself and 
the close vote. 


Looking back at it, some Republicans 
may decide that the closeness of the vote 
was a mandate for obstruction, that Ken- 
nedy deserves only half his program be- 
cause he got only half the votes. 

Action based on this premise would be 
bad for the Republican Party. The mood 
of today, not the record of November is 
what is important. If Republicans ob- 
struct, they run the risk of giving the 
Democrats all the issue they will need 
in 1962. The GOP gained strength in 
Congress in 1960. They could do it again 
in 1962 if they can avoid the obstruction- 
ist label. 


This doesn’t mean that Republicans in 
Congress ought to play dead for two years. 
It does mean that they must exercise care 
to show that they are partners—even 
though not always in total agreement— 
in the national government.

Peace Corps Is 
Bet To Be Won 


President Kennedy's Peace Corps is the 
noblest American policy since the Marshall plan. 
Because of our faith in his formidable ability to 


pone <p Bi sare ellen A gap does exist, though, 


between the will and the work. This is a good idea that should not be 


allowed to go sour. 


It is a tribute to Georgia youth that so many have expressed in- 
terest in giving up not only two or three years of life without pay, 
but in standing liable for two more years of military service after that. 

Other young men and women of modest means may want to give 
these five years of their lives to their ideals. But they may find 


they are not able to afford it. 
+. 


And the program is self-defeating if these young people are 
to be denied their instinct to serve because they are pressed to 
meet material demands. Mr. Kennedy meant the Peace Corps to be 
the opposite—a showcase of American idealism. And let it be. 

Let these volunteers serve without pay, so long as they receive 
the proposed subsistence, allowance and mustering-out sum. Time is 
more important than money to the young. 

But what happened to the idea of giving draft exemptions to 
those qualifying for the Peace Corps? 

If the government fears too many would volunteer for the 


Peace Corps under that system, 


it betrays uncertainty about its 


ability to screen and accept the right ones. If it feels enough will vol- 
unteer without the draft exemption, let it be careful to examine the 


type it gets. 


This Corps of all groups should not be composed only of a class 


that can afford it. 


And to confront a hard-pressed youth of limited means with Peace 
Corps service to be followed by armed forces service is asking a bit 
much of his time at the start of life. It would seem fairer to offer 
alternatives—three years in the Peace Corps opposed to two in the 
armed forces. This would separate the idealists from the dodgers as 
effectively as the present system, and without the inherent sacrifice. 

Maybe it will turn out that five years is not too much to ask, and 
that enough of the right type person can afford the five year time-out 


needed to volunteer now. If so, good 
+. 


But if not, the program should not be left to founder, or to oper- 
ate without a cross-section of Americans. Instead draft exemptions 
should readily be granted if it takes that to attract the best of all 


classes to the Peace Corps. 


For this is a magnificent program if practical men execute it. 
It can erase the image of the ugly American in every region of the 
world where those volunteers go to teach, to nurse, to farm, to 
work.

Adlai’s at His Best 
In Tough New Job 


UNITED NATIONS—Adlai 


Stevenson has 
always been at his best when he had a hard 
executive job to do, and this is proving to be 


true once more in his work at the United Nations. In a remarkably 
short period of time, he has established himself not only as an ef- 
fective U.S. Ambassador to the U.N., but as a trusted leader among 
the other diplomats and officials of the world organization. 


Part of this is due to the fact 
that he started with the admira- 
tion of the diplomatic community. 
Over his years of public speaking 
and traveling, he has made a 
greater impression abroad than 
he has at home and this assured 
him a sympathetic audience here 
when he arrived. 

The main part of it, however, is 
his approach to the job. He has 
worked hard to master the details 
of the complex issues now 
plaguing the U.N, He has shown 
a willingness to come to grips 
with these issues and to avoid the 
abusive dialogue of the cold war 
as much as possible and he has 
taken the initiative in going to the 
Secretariat and the other dele- 
gations in an effort to establish 
friendly personal relations. 

Effective diplomacy at the U.N. 
has always been something of a 
puzzle. In many cases it has 
eluded traditional diplomats who 
have been successful elsewhere. 
Windmill orators who have done 
well in politics at home have not 
been notably effective here. The 
job requires the gifts of defi- 
nition and expression, a mastery 
of detail, and a subtlety of mind, 
all of which Stevenson has to a 
marked degree. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, Stevenson's 


predecessor, entered the U.N. like 
a prize fighter going into the ring. 
In a slanging match with the Rus- 
sians he was an effective tele- 
vision performer, who was always 
careful never to shake hands with 
the top Soviet delegates lest some 
photographer would catch him in 
the act. 


There were doubts in the capital 
at first that Stevenson might try 
to follow an independent policy at 
the U.N. and that trouble would 
develop between him and his col- 
leagues in the State department 
and the White House. 


Indeed there was a time when 
Stevenson was saying: ‘“‘What do 
they want me to do—commit sui- 
cide?’’ But as he has got into his 
job these abrasive feelings have 
dwindled, and he now seems hap- 
pier than he has been in years. 

Instead of the subjective maneu- 
vering among politicians, which 
he never liked, he is dealing with 
the kind of minds and problems 
that engage his chief interests 
and abilities. He has a tangle 
of immense problems before him, 
some of them no doubt insoluble, 
but for the first time since he 
was in the governor’s mansion in 
Springfield, he is rejoicing instead 
of complaining about the battle.

Man on Horseback 


Waiting in Greece 


ATHENS—Modern Greek history is almost as 
studded with Men on Horseback as that of an- 
cient Greece was featured by draped statues of 


Athena. Since World War II alone two generals and one admiral 
have headed governments. Now again one can perceive another aspir- 


ing military politician. 

For the moment—and perhaps 
forever—he is on the distant hori- 
zon; a small man astride what 
might be called a political pony, 
not a full-fledged horse. But this 
is a mercurial land and if he fails 
to ride to power it will not be for 
lack of trying. 

This latest aspirant is Gen. 
George Grivas, a Cypriot by birth 
but a career Greek army officer 
and graduate of the French Ecole 
Superieure de Guerre. Grivas, on 
leave of absence from Greece’s 
army, led the underground gueril- 
la war in Cyprus against large 
British forces. 

It is hard to imagine Grivas 
as a prime minister and the com- 
petent Karamanlis, who has been 
a power five years, scoffs at the 
idea. Grivas is an astonishingly 
simple man for this complex 
world, the embodiment of village 
‘virtues. And he tends to view the 
problems of our time in terms of 
rural simplicity. 

He asserts that as premier his 
foreign policy would remain firm- 
ly pro-Western and pro-Nato. He 
wants the small Turkish and 
Greek military forces withdrawn 
from Cyprus but seems prepared 
to accept continuance of British 
bases. He would try to re-invig- 


orate the Balkan pact with Yugo- 
slavia and Turkey. But if he 
failed he would denounce that al- 
liance. 


He says he would burn all dos- 
siers now maintained on Commu- 
nists. Then he would announce a 
program of “social justice.” If 
the Communists failed to support 
him afterwards, “I would hang 
them. I would offer them the 
choice between social justice and 
the gallows. 

“IT am a Greek, a nationalist, a 
humanitarian. But we nationalists 
have foolishly allowed the Com- 
munists to run away with our best 
slogans.” 

He says he favors continuing 
the monarchy ‘‘so long as the 
king remains king of all the peo- 
ple and not merely chief of one 
faction. I fought the English. But 
their system is the best.” 

One may scarcely call this a 
profound policy. But Grivas 
speaks in simplified terms with 
great sincerity. This clearly ap- 


péals to the discontent that al- 
ways bubbles here. His prospects 


do not look promising. Yet he is 
optimistic and things change 
swiftly in Greece, where the Man

At Wellington, near Price, a 
carbon dioxide well and plant 
turn gas from down under into 
dry ice. 

On east, on the barren Colo- 
rado Plateau, are helium wells 
and vast deposits of vanadium 
and uranium, which the ‘Utah 
Guide’ (1941) lumped under ‘‘un- 
developed.”

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Shell Research scientists reveal how they got 


One hundred and sixty-eight miles per gallon must 
be a world’s record. Like most records, it could never 
have been achieved without the most painstaking 


effort. 


The two Shell scientists who hold this record have 
given us a report on how they managed it. They 
have also added some tips on how you can increase 
your car’s mileage. Not by using their own extreme 
modifications and outlandish techniques. But by a

HELL scientists are a competitive lot. 
Their constant pursuit of top perform- 
ance has all the elements of a race. 

Some years ago, an argument as to who 
could get the most miles out of a gallon of 
gasoline boiled up into a challenge. And 
Shell’s Mileage Marathon was born. 

Shell scientists have competed in this 
Mileage Marathon for several years. Not as 
a publicity stunt. But purely as a private 
contest of ingenuity. They use their own 
cars. Their own time. Their own money. 


Not for everyday use 


The best mileage recorded so far is a resound- 
ing 168 miles per gallon. 

Many of the things contestants did to 
push mileage up to this world record are 
positively not recommended for informal 
marathons on the public highway. But they 
do throw some light on what makes a little 


gasoline goa long way. Here are some details. 


Record-breaking car cost $35 


Shell’s record-breaking car was a highly 
modified 1924 2-passenger coupé (see cut). 
It was rescued from a junkyard for $35. 
The only rigid requirements that had to 
be met to qualify for the Mileage Marathon 
could be written on a book of matches. 


The car had to have four rubber-tired 
wheels. It had to weigh no less than 
2000 pounds. It had to have at least 100 
cu. in. piston displacement. And it had 
to use the same gasoline that anybody 
could buy at a Shell service station, with 
no doctoring allowed. 


After that, no holds were barred. The car 
that won used a standard carburetor from 
an old one-cylinder engine. 


Tire pressures up to 110 pounds 


Some Marathon contestants inflated their 
tires as high as 110 pounds per square inch 
to reduce road-wheel friction. 

Such crazy pressures would, of course, 
be quite unsafe under normal road ‘condi- 
tions—and hideously uncomfortable, too. 

‘But, under Shell’s carefully controlled 
Marathon safety tules, the only ill effects 
were a few rattled vertebrae, some broken 


springs and an embarrassing bruise or two. 


Pressure problems for the champs 


Dave Berry and Fred Schuette, who eventu- 
ally set the existing record, had to be satisfied 
with something less spectacular in the tire 
pressure department. 

Their 1924 car's beat-up tires couldn't 
possibly take more than 50 pounds.: And, 
even then, they felt more solid than pneu- 
matic. But there was a helpful mileage divi- 
dend in the old, wood-spoked wheels. 

They took tires that were nearly a yard in 
diameter. This moved the car forward an 
extraordinary 92 feet at every revolution. 

What’s more, these ancient tires were 
worn so smooth that road friction was cut 
toa minimum. Other competitors achieved a 
similar result by bufhing off their treads, till 
only the slimmest strip touched the road. 


SAFETY NOTE FROM THE CHAMPS: Don't try 
buffing the tread off your own tires. You risk 
more than a puncture. It might mean a blow- 
out and a crash. 


Muffled radiator and no fan 


Many competitors went as far as to remove 
their engine’s water pump and generator to 
save engine load. But Berry and Schuette 
grandly ignored this refinement. 

However, they did remove their cooling 
fan to save energy. And they did muffle 
their radiator completely to save heat. 

As anybody knows, all cars go better when 
properly warmed up. And, because our mile- 
age champs used an “engine-off, engine-on” 
driving technique in the contest, they even 
designed a special exhaust-heated air duct 
that warmed the mixture as it was sucked 
into the carburetor. | 

Incidentally, did you know that fast 
warm-up is specially provided for in today’s 
Super Shell?

wear, many daring liberties were taken with 
lubrication systems.

The winning car was accelerated to 20 
miles per hour, at which point the driver cut 
his engine and coasted in neutral. 

Only when the “speed” dropped below 
5 miles per hour was the engine restarted 
and the cycle repeated. All acceleration was 
done in high gear and at nearly full throttle. 
‘There was little choice. All other gears were 
removed prior to the contest. 


Serious—or scientific fun? 


You already know the result of all this eccen- 
tric tinkering and mad-hatter driving. 

But, since “on-and-off” driving is illegal 
on the public road—and since most Mara- 
thon modifications are positively dangerous

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STEERS GHANA TOWARD MIDDLE OF ROAD 


Nkrumah Takes Over His Party to Stop Reds

ACCRA, Ghana — President 
Kwame Nkrumah recently an- 
nounced that as of May 1 he will 
assume the post of secretary-gen- 
eral of the ruling Convention Peo- 
ple’s Party (CPP). He founded 


this party in 1947 and through it 
led his country to independence 
from the British 10 years later. 


The reason Nkrumah gave for 
this decision was: 


“As things are moving so fast 
in Ghana, in Africa and in the 
world, the whole struggle in Africa 
has taken such a turn that the 
Central Committee (of the CPP) 
has called upon me to assume ex- 


ecutive direction of the party as 
secretary-general.”’ 


But does this statement fully 
explain the action? Many observ- 
ers here think not. They believe 
President Nkrumah wishes direct- 
ly to seize the reins of his party 


leadership as veering too far to 
the left, too far towards the Com- 
munist bloc, and that he had best 


rein it back onto the middle-of- 
the-road before it is too late. 


There is much that adds weight 
to this line of reasoning. It has 
long been known there is a wide 
split among Nkrumah’s top ad- 
visers over the question of East 
and West. The younger element 
of leadership around him is for 
the most part strongly socialistic. 


The dividing line between its 
theory of socialism and commu- 
nism is very thin. The older mem- 
bers of his inner circle, however, 
tend to be more conservative, and 
although they believe in ‘‘social- 
ism,” they want an African-devel- 
oped form of socialism — not one 
imported from outside. This latter 
group believes there is room in 
the future Ghana for a private 
sector of the economy as well as 
for a nationalized one. 


So far Nkrumah has been able 
to maintain his balance as the ar- 
biter between the two groups. In 
recent days, however, there have 


because he sees the present CPP | been growing signs that the split 


between the dogmatic “‘socialist- 
Communists’’ and the more con- 
servative “private enterprise-Af- 
rican socialism” group has wid- 
ened considerably. 


The other day a CPP member 
of Parliament stood up in the Na- 
tional Assembly and _ criticized 
some officials of the CPP for their 
ultra-socialistic views.

This is a very encouraging sign 
in a country where the party press 
and certain party leaders are 
daily becoming more militantly 
dogmatic in their “‘socialist’’ be- 
liefs, and increasingly vicious and 
tyrannical in their attacks against 
those who might dare to utter any 
criticism of these beliefs. 


Thus it is felt in many quar- 
ters here that President Nkrumah 
has decided to take over the reins 


of his party once more in order 


to prevent it from becoming a 
totalitarian and eventually a Com- 
munist-dominated organization. It 
is hoped that he has not moved 
too late to brake its momentum 
in that direction.

Negro Suit 
Brings PSC 
In Bus Case 


The Georgia Public Service 
Commission has been made a 
party to a bus desegregation suit 
in Augusta in an attempt to strike 
down a PSC regulation requiring 
segregation of bus passengers. 


PSC members were served with 
a copy of an order signed by U.S. 
District Judge F. M. Scarlett of 
the Southern district making the 
commission a party to the suit. 


5 PLAINTIFFS 


The suit was filed in Augusta by 
five Negro college students who 
charge they were ordered to move 
to the rear of an Augusta Coach 
Co. bus on May 2, 1960, by a city 
policeman after they refused a 
similar request from the driver. 


Besides attacking Augusta bus- 
seating ordinances and _ similar 
state laws, the suit also seeks a 
declaratory judgment to invali- 
date a June 1, 1948, regulation of 
the PSC requiring motor carriers 
to segregate white and Negro 
passengers. 


TEXT OF REGULATION 


The regulation says motor car- 
riers may either confine them- 
selves to carrying only white or 
Negro passengers or may carry 
both white and Negro passengers 
in the same vehicles ‘‘under such 
conditions as will provide a sepa- 
ration of the races in the most 
practicable manner.’’ 


The plaintiffs, Henry Taylor, 
Thomas Snowden, William Cham- 
bers, Jimmy Dukes and Silas Nor- 
man, sued for themselves and on 
behalf of all other Negroes simi- 
larly situated to prevent enforce- 
ment of laws which deprive them 
of their choice of seating they 
select. 


The suit originally was brought 
against the bus company, the City 
ot Augusta, Mayor Mallard Beck- 
um and Police Chief F. B. Green. 
The amendment allowed by Judge 
Scarlett also makes the PSC and 
the Civil Service Commission of 
Augusta parties to the action.

INSURE PRIVACY 

An important aspect of to- 
day’s leading house designs is 
the opportunity they afford both 
adults and children to keep out 
of each other’s hair without 
sacrificing closeness, Alter said. 


“Bedrooms that insure pri- 
vacy; split levels that permit 
family members to get away 
from each other momentarily, 
and areas in which to ‘let off 
steam,’ characterize our prevail- 
ing child-raising phiolsophy.” 


Those making the study re- 
ported that in the 1900-1930 
period the pattern was to feed 
children on schedule, whisk 
them off to their rooms for 
play and to accord them sec- 
ond-class citizenship in an 
adult world. 


This was a cut above the 
Victorian era of sending them 
to bed without suppers for pun- 
ishment. That was the heyday 
of the two-story house because 
the system would not work 
without a room at the head of 
the stairs. 


Everything in the house was 


divided according to function: 
bedrooms were upstairs, away 
from the adults’ evening enter- 
tainment. Many homes of the 
30s still had the dining rooms 
and the “forbidden room’’ of 
the Victorians—the parlor. They 
reflected a more formal at- 
mosphere of the times. 


In the 40s the pendulum 
swung. It was the period when 
the debate over so-called ‘“‘pro- 
gressive education” raged in 
the schools. 


‘“‘Permissiveness became the 
keynote,”’ Alter pointed out. 
“Everyone talked about neu- 
roses coming from repressed 
guilt feelings about childish 
acts.” 


NO RESTRAINTS 


Children were raised without 
restraints. They were encour- 
aged to talk out, act out and 
play out their feelings without 
inhibitions. 


“Look at the not-so-old houses 
laid out in that era and you see 
areas that were opened up, doors 
taken off. Parents and children 
were constantly thrown to- 
gether, whether they liked it 
or not.”

Start Your Babies 
Karly on Solid Foods 


By JOSEPH G 
Dear Dr. Molner: After hav- 


ing dozens of ‘foster babies,’ ; 


think I’m qualified to reassure 
the young, frightened mother as 
to how and when she should 
feed solids to a 4-month-old. 
Perhaps other young mothers 
might profit by my few points. 


Most mothers with whom I 
come in contact seem to intro- 
duce solid foods a bit late. This 
is why many babies are bewil- 
dered and refuse. 


I start each one within two 
or three weeks on cereal—quite 
soft, almost watery. The baby 
gets the feel of a spoon. About 
a week or two later I adda bit 
of applesauce to it. 


At about 1% months I start 
yellow vegetables, such as 
squash or carrot—but by that 
time baby accepts fruit, so a 
bit of fruit before the vege- 
table helps. I have yet to have 
a baby refuse. 


How much of these strained 
foods should you give? Baby 
‘lets you know. That’s good 
enough for me. 


At 3 months they will take 
strained meat and vegetable— 
again with a taste of fruit as an 
appetizer. 


And of course their vitamins 
— drops when 10 days old, 
switch to syrup at 1 year, and 
keep on until they are 5 or 6. 


I take babies to our doctor for 
shots at 2 months, although 
that surprised me at first. 


Our doctor also says some 


babies will start junior foods at | 
By that time | 
babies are experts — roll the | 


5 or 6 months. 


food in their mouths like a 
grown-up. 


I’m a foster mother for oodles 
of babies, and I work with two 
or three newborn at one time. 
My age? 52. The babies keep 
me young. 


Wish I knew more about the 
writer of the above letter. How- 
ever, it sounds to me as though 
the foster babies she cares for 
are in good hands. 


And I do feel, strongly, that she 
has put her finger on one of the 
most helpful tricks in getting ba- 
bies accustomed to ‘“‘solid food’’ 
—by which I mean the strained 
foods which are available for the 
little ones. Don’t put it off too 
long. Start early, but start with 
very thin, milky mixtures, so it 
isn’t a “new” kind of food, but 
just a slightly thickened milk, in 
small quantities at first. 


Nothing I’ve said should be in- 
terpreted as indicating there is 
anything better than  breast-feed- 
ing babies when they are little. 
But let’s not fool ourselves: Even 
though breast feeding is best, a 
great many babies are brought 
up on the bottle. Getting them 
used to solid foods is a matter of 
knowing how—and starting early.

Despite the high esteem in

Untidy management of a side 


suit by the defenders gave de- 
clarer an opportunity to bring 
home a highly ambitious con- 
tract in somewhat dramatic style 
today. 


West opened the ten of dia 
monds against four hearts. East 
cashed two tricks in that suit 
and shifted to the five of clubs. 
This defense was not well thought 
out. The club shift should come 
before the second diamond is 
cashed, for the opening lead 
marked declarer with the guard- 
ed queen of diamonds. 


Declarer won the club trick 
with the king in dummy after 
West put up the queen. A heart 
lead to declarer’s king was taken 
by West, who continued with a 
club, won by South’s ace. There 
was nothing to the deal now if 
hearts would break; for a club 
could be discarded from dummy 
on the queen of diamonds and 
the two losers in the South hand 
ruffed with dummy’s remaining 
trumps. However, the second lead 
of trumps revealed that other 
measures would have to be 
adopted. 


Reference to the bidding con- 
vinced declarer that East held 
the king of spades beyond the 
peradventure of a doubt. He had 
thus far shown up with only five 
diamonds to the A-K-J. To con- 
sider a vulnerable overcall at the 
level of two without anything on 
the side would be a type of reck- 
lessness with which declarer was 
not willing to charge East. 


On this basis, declarer could 
see that East was caught in the 
vises of a squeeze. The low dia- 
mond was ruffed with the jack of 
hearts in dummy, and the low 
trump was overtaken by South 
who proceeded to run all his top 
cards, reducing to the eight of 
clubs and a spade. East had his 
choice of discarding the jack of 
clubs or baring the king of spades. 
Since the discard of the club 
would be an obvious give-up, he 
properly let go the spade. But 
declarer was not to be taken in. 
He went up with the ace and 
brought in two spade tricks in 
fulfillment of the contract. 

Had the defenders managed the 
club suit in such a fashion as to 
permit West to protect the suit 
with the queen, East would not 
have been caught in the squeeze. 
This does not, however, detract 
from South’s alertness in taking 
advantage of the enemy’s indis- 
cretion.

Tis a Lip of the Hat to the Irish 
As Erin’s Color Captures

With a tip of the hat to the 


Trish, you can boast about serv- 
ing green rice. Well, why not? 
Whether or not you are Irish, 
you'll like a fresh idea for serv- 
ing rice with your favorite en- 
tree. 


The delectable dish combines 
well with almost any food or 
flavor and the green peas with 
parsley add the perfect touch to 
rice to make it a real treat for 
March 17. 


The following flavor combina- 
tion is a good one, and prepara- 
tion is simple. Chopped parsley 
and cooked peas are combined 
with fluffy cooked rice to make 
a colorful vegetable pretty 
enough to use as a border for 
a platter or ‘“planked’’ meat 
or fish. 


ROLLED FILLETS WITH 
GREEN RICE 


2 lbs. fish fillets (sole, 
haddock or cod)

Combine rice with remaining 1 
cup of parsley and peas. Form 
into a border on platter. Spoon 
fish fillets in the center. Makes 
6 servings. 

Javanese Shrimp and Rice is 
made by sauteeing rice, celery 
and onion in a gently curry- 
flavored butter. Then chicken 
broth is added and the rice 
baked in the oven until light 
and fluffy. Shrimp and diced 
cooked ham are blended in 
shortly before serving. After 
heating until piping hot, the 
dish is served with a garnish 
of crisp cucumber strips.
